parents and teachers who went to 

high school twenty-five years ago, 

the life of a teenager in the 50’s 
had more limitations but just as much 
fun. Several teachers commented on 
how similar kids are today to those of 
the 50’s, but how different from those of 
the 60’s, who were more rebellious. In 
the last few years, Ms. Rachael Peters 
has noticed a change toward a “more 
serious and conservative approach to 
school.” 

Serious or not, opportunities for fun 
are what people remember most from 
their high school years. Mrs. Liz Huff- 
man recalls Saturday nights in “a little 
restaurant with a juke box, a soda, and 
some dancing.” Rolled-up jeans were 
worn with bobby socks and saddle 
shoes; the girls looked much like Sandy 
in “Grease,” she said. She does see 
changes in school life: skipping, 
cheating, and questioning authority 
were less frequent. On the positive 
side, Ms. Huffman sees the relationship 
between teachers and students as 
much closer today. 

Counselor Jane Moreland 
remembers the strict dress code of the 
50’s. Girls wore no pants in school, and 
few jeans were seen even on boys. Only 
intramural sports were available to 
girls. Most students went to work im- 
mediately after graduation.

| Be the words “Washington, 
D.C.” are spoken in the An- 
nandale area, thoughts im- 
mediately turn to 
monuments, malls, crowded parking 
and the many museums of down- 
town. 

Washington boasts the presence 
of the Smithsonian Institution, world- 
renowned for its museums, 
research, and educational oppor- 
tunities. The Smithsonian was 
founded in the 1800’s by a grant 
from James Smithson, an 
Englishman. He gave this large sum 
of money with the stipulation that it 
be used “to found at Washington, 
D.C., under the name of Smithsonian 
Institution, an establishment for the 
increase and diffusion of knowledge 
among men.” The Smithsonian now 
controls ten museums, including one 
in New York. 

Washington’s many other attrac- 
tions include the Kennedy Center, 


the Washington Monument, the 
Capitol, the Jefferson Memorial and 
the White House. It is here, in the city 
voted third best-looking in the U.S. 
that the annual Cherry Blossom 
Festival is held. The cherry trees, 
given as a gift to the U.S. by Japan, 
give forth a burst of pink around the 
Tidal Basin every year. 

D.C. also has the famed Kennedy 
Center. Named after the beloved late 
president John Kennedy, it was 
developed for the promotion of 
culture. The Kennedy Center offers 
various operas, concerts, ballets, 
folk dances, and plays, with casts 
and scripts rivaling those of 
Broadway. 

As well as such cultural and 
historical circles, Washington does 
have its numerous clothing stores, 
discotheques, bars, and restaurants; 
all popular with the teen-age 
residents of the area.

technology, while others re- 
main unaltered. Little River Turnpike 
was once known as “Buffalo Trade 
West” for the migrating buffalo 
which followed approximately the 
same route. Built at the turn of the 
19th century, it was comprised of 
wooden and stone bridges across 
the 34 miles of the many streams 
that traversed the road. After an 
1836 inspection of its many im- 
provements, it was declared “one of 
the best roads in the U.S.”

Rebuilt in 
1870 and utilized as the first public 
school in Annandale, the church 
reminds area residents of the time 
when farms rather than subdivisions 
were typical of Fairfax County.

for the past 22 years. He graduated 12 classes and still 

feels that his happiest moment will come in June, 
when yet another class will enter the real world. He coached 
the first golf team at AHS, introduced girls into cross country, 
assisted in coaching football, taught social studies, and 
sponsored the class of 61. He is Mr. James G. Finch, prin- 
cipal at AHS for the past 12 years.

AHS has managed to win four consecutive state cham- 
pionships in the Mag Drive. We have an excellent football 
team that just won its fourth state championship. Our 
students, in general, have “a good reputation in behavior as 
well as athletics. Good student leadership is the key to the 
whole thing.” If we have that, then as principal, he will leave 
up to us everything reasonably possible that we can handle. 
Despite our remodeling of AHS, we continue to uphold tradi- 
tion, because as Mr. Finch puts it, “Tradition is what makes 
the school.”

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A n element of excellence in academics and

~4.~ ow many students at Annandale have heard of 
4 E.S.L.? Not many, because it is a class for foreign 

students only. English as a Second Language is 

taught by Mr. Harry Fry at both Annandale and 
Woodson (he teaches at Woodson in the morning and 
here in the afternoon). This program started officially in 
Fairfax County in 1975 due to the influx of foreign 
students. The main difference between E.S.L. and regular 
English taught at Annandale is that there is very little 
literature studied in E.S.L., but three times as much gram- 
mar. 

One of the difficulties Mr. Fry pointed out about 
teaching this class is the cultural background of the 
students. In their countries school is regarded as a 
privilege, and they were used to strict discipline. When 
they came here and found the rather relaxed manner in 
which the classes were conducted, they tended to lose 
respect for education. 

Mr. Fry feels an advantage of teaching E.S.L. is the 
small class size which makes it possible for the teacher to 
individualize instruction. Heiping a student who can speak 
very little English progress to the point where he speaks 
the language fluently is very rewarding, he finds. 

How do these students feel about this country, its peo- 
ple, and its educational system? They found the most 
striking differences between this country and _ their 
homelands are the language, the customs, the general 
freedom, and the American food. Another noticeable 
difference between the countries is the schools. Smoking 
in school is illegal in their country. They also found that 
“school here have better girls.” The toughest thing to 
adapt to here is the people, especially “some american 
people who thanks they’re tough and pickes on little 
boys.” When asked if they felt welcome here, most 
responded with “sometimes.” One student wrote, “Most of 
times, but sometimes | hate to live in America. Like when 
someone call us or me ‘Chink.’ | wonder why they call us 
like this.”

Ithough the English Department has the most balanc- 

ed program ever, the high student-to-teacher ratio 

reduces its potential. According to Mrs. Rita Weaver, 

the average teacher has too many students, as many 
as 140 per day. In spite of these numbers the program is still 
quite effective. The STEA (Short Test of Educational Ability) 
scores of the Annandale students show that they are perfor- 
ming above their ability. 

One recent change in the Department is the completion of 
the County-devised spelling program which teaches 
students basic spelling rules and patterns. Also, after more 
than four years of departmental work, the English program is

next year is to try to better handle the high student 
number. 

The students think that the program is basically pretty 
good; the teachers are fair, the work isn’t too hard, but the 
grading scale is too high. As one student pointed out, it 
isn’t too hard, but, “we shouldn’t expect teachers to open 
up our heads and pour in the knowledge.”

hen asked how she feels about taking a foreign

AHS. These classes often consist of lectures and 
work with text books, but class discussions, skits, 
and field trips reinforce these more tedious activities. 
Although most people have not been on field trips, everyone 
agrees that such outings are enjoyable and beneficial. One 
student sums these feelings up by saying, “If we are studying 
something local, we would learn a lot more if we could ac- 
tually see it. Field trips also break up the monotony.” 

Aside from field trips, when one thinks of social studies at 
AHS, he thinks of the studies program involving juniors and 
seniors. This program allows students to choose their 
teachers and the topics they desire to study (the method 
here is similar to that in English—classes change every nine 
weeks). Some people like the studies program as they “like 
to see new faces” and enjoy “a change of scenery.” As 
always, however, some are disappointed because “if you like 
a teacher and want to get him again, you have a slim chance 
of getting your choice.” 

While most students like the studies program, many .are 

not happy with the county’s new grading requirements. In 
addition to the stringent grading scale, students are now re- 
quired to write five-paragraph essays in history as well as 
term papers. “I don’t think English and history should be 
mixed—at least not in this manner,’ was one student’s opi- 
nion. Agreeing with this, another student states that 
“research papers take too much time if you want to do a 
good job.” 
Although social studies has its ups and downs, almost 
everyone feels that AHS offers a good variety of history 
courses. Students are also glad that only three credits of 
social studies are required to graduate.
